Only Hin 132 Observe 
25 Mile Speed Limit on 
Main at Grade School 



State Makes Special Survey 

And Notifies Village 

Of Dangers 

Only 14 of 132 vehicles . drive 
within the speed limit on Main 
Street past the grade school . even 
during the time school is dismissed, 
a speed survey of the state' highway 
department reveals. 

The report of R. T; Cash, .district 
highway engineer, made" .'to Chief 
Walter Scott and rend to thb- village 
board of trustees Tuesday - showed 
that nine out of every 10 passenger 
cars and trucks go faster than the 
25-mile limit. 

The - survey was made between 
2:45 and 3:45 p. m, Tuesday, May 9 
at a time when children were leav- 
ing school and crossing the high- 
way. 

The report even identified some 
trucks going over the speed limit, 
but gave a favorable report on a 
school bus. 

There are a few more faster cars 
from the north than the south, ac- 
cording to the report. Many were 
local people who use the highway 
regularly. 

"It is our plan to rehabilitate our 
sign system on Rte. 21, 59, and 173 
in Antioch as soon as R can be ar 
ranged, wrote Cash. "At that time 
we will ask for help to cut holes in 
the sidewalks for sign posts. Our 
plan is to extend the restricted 
speed zone both to the north and to 
the south. We question the advisa- 
bility of lowering the speed limit 
until you are able to enforce the 
speed, limit law, 

"Consideration should also be giv- 
en to changing the parking on the 
west side of Rte. 21 from angle to 
parallel parking the same as the 
east side. When- this is done, we will 
erect "Park Parallel Only" signs. 

Chief Scott said that since re- 
ceiving the letter he had been stop- 
ping speeders and warning them 
with the result that most of the 
trucks have slowed down. 

Figures supplied by the state sur- 
vey shows the 118/ vehicles, going 
over the speed limit went at the 
following speed: 

One at 46.9, p. h.; three at 44,1; 
three at 41.7; one at 39.5; seven at 
37.5; 10 at 35.7; eight at 34.1; nine 
at 32.6; 14 at 31.2; 14 at 30; 14 at 
23.8; 11 at 27.8; 15 at 26.8; and 7 at 
25.9. One of the two slowest, vehicles 
at 21.4 was a school bus.

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We Can't Have Too Much Of It 

An executive of a large oil company* recently 
said this: "My feeling is that if you favor free enter- 
prise and the free market, you arc against oil forms 
of control and against all interference with the free 
market. I do not have much time for the so-called free 
enterpriser who wants to be left alone himself but 
thinks everyone else should be regulated by law." 

There is no such thing as. a limited kind of 
freedom in business. Once controls are imposed — 
whether by thc government or by industries them- 
selves in the form of "gentleman's agreements" and 
so on — they inevitably grow to the point of strangu- 
lation. They feed upon themselves and wax fat. 

The oil industry has always been a free highly 
competitive enterprise, save for abnormal periods, 
such as the last war, when everything was controlled. thc rignts of the'individual to obtain special privileges 



the electric industry to submit Information that would 
help shape such a policy. 

Thc industry's basic position on this great is- 
sue U a simple one. The business- managed utilities 
believe that the government's course must be clearly 
defined— and It is convinced that a sound power poli- 
cy would spotlight the 'danger of government-subsi- 
dized competition with thc heavily-taxed, stringently- 
regulated private utilities. They also believe that 
government power projects should be administered 
along sound business principles, and should pay for 
themselves Instead of requiring continual support by 
the taxpayers. 

The record of the utility industry— especially 
since the war— proves that private capital is fully 
cupablc of keeping pace with thc growing electrical 
needs of the country. Its post-war, multi-billion dol- 
lar expansion program has actually produced a power 
surplus in many areas where a power shortage was 
feared. It has devoted special attention to rural electri- 
fication and the job of bringing power within reach of 
all American farms is not far from complete. 

It is to be hoped that the power policy finally 
determined upon by thc new commission will not 
follow the ideological line of those who wish to so- 
cialize this great and progressive enterprise.

" OKLAHOMA CITY, OKLA. - A 
i frustrated researcher, who wants 
to see his wealth bear fruit In 
medical progress while he is still 
olive, has given 'away a hospital 
here, 

The hospital, a private psychl- 
trlc Institution, valued at $250,000, 
,goes to the new Oklahoma medical 
research foundation. Dr. Coyne H. 
Campbell, a 45 year old physician 
who has practiced psychiatry here 
■since 1033. Is turning the Spencer 
:Road sanitarium on the outskirts 
jof Oklahoma City over to the re- 
; search group. There was a touch of 
regret in his remarks as he an- 
nounced his donation. 

"I always wanted to do medlcol 
research,?*- he explained, "but I got 
aldetrackcd Into clinical medicine. 
Thla '.gift; will compensate In part 
for my : not having done research. 
Also I had rather make this gift at 
the age of 45 and see something 
come of It, than wait until I am 75 
to civc It. 

"I can now see the fruits of my 
labor benefit other persons." 

Once "Sidetracked" 

Dr. Campbell Indicated he was 
"sidetracked" from his own re- 
search ambitions simply by a com- 
bination of circumstances. On gain- 
ing his medical degree at the 
University of Chicago In 1028 he 
started a general practice In Fred- 
erick, Ok! a-. But then his Interests 
were suddenly switched to the field 
of psychiatry when he was named 
assistant superintendent of the 
Western Oklahoma state hospital. 

This InteresVcarrled him Into the 
specialized psychiatric field with 
graduate study at the Chicago In- 
stitute of Psychoanalysis. Compet- 
ing this work he returned to Okla- 
homa to establish his own psychia- 
tric clinic. 

The doctor, who sees "no point In 
amassing great wealth," severed 
all proprietry Interest in the sani- 
tarium with his donation to the 
medical foundation. But last week, 
■ within a week of the original deal, 
Dr. Campbell agreed to the request 
of the research foundation's 1 offl- 
: cials to stay on at the sanitarium 
as Its director. 

The foundation wanted him to 
take a 10 year contract guarantee- 
ing the position but Dr. Campbell 
would hav«» n-ne of that.'v

"The gift was mode without any 
conditions as to the use to which 
the property will be put," the doc- 
tor explained. "Thcreforo I do not 
want the foundation to be bound by 
contract to employ me to operate 
the sanitarium for any specified 
period of time." 

Ho therefore agreed to stay on 

at the convenience of the founda- 
tlon at $500 a month. He also will 
continue his private practice at bis 
own clinic in the city. : 
, It's not the first time that Dr. 
Campbell has been moved to make 
a donation for research. Several 
years ago he contributed $3,000 to 
establish the John Arthur Hochclt 
fund at the University of Oklahoma 
medical school In Oklahoma City. 
That was the first research gift 
ever received by .the school. 

The hospital gift, largest single 
donation yet received by the re- 
search foundation, Is better than 
money In the bank for the organi- 
zation. It means a stcvady income, 
roughly estimated at $50,000 a year, 
-in the years to come. 

"The full importance of this gift," 
points out Hugh G. Payne, general 
manager of the foundation, "lies in 
the fact that It gives the founda- 
tion's research institute its first 
real measure of security."

No Spectacular Breaks

Wild was a creature of the rois- 

' tering London underworld of the 
early 18th century, a fetid, gin sod- 
den sewer, teeming with the lost, 

'the desperate, and the vicious. 

He himself was bom in the prov- 
inces and was a journeyman buc- 
kle maker until he deserted his 
wife and child to go to the big city. 
His arrival there was inauspicious 
and he might have lived his life 
out in anonymity, poor but dishon- 
est, except for two happenings. 

The first was: He was tossed Into 
jail for debt. In the scabious pris- 
ons of that day, debtors— more or 
less Innocent— mingled with crimi- 
nals of the most hardened charac- 
ter. 

Wild stayed in prison four years. 
There he got an education, a 
career and a .wife, the last a lady of 
the stews named Mary Milliner, 
She shared Wild's name and grow- 
ing prosperity for several, years 
until, one day, he felt constrained 
to lop off one of her ears with a 
sword and kick her out. 

On leaving pokey, Mr. apd Mrs.
